50,000 liter capacity, were dug cut ready for transpo rtation.. 
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The eer confimns previous observations by other sources according to 
which the field is to longer occupied by an air u.it. Another source 
reported on é¢ rebruary 1950 tuat tanks and guns were stored in the hana- 
gars. From the inforawationtiat tne field is unguarded it is assuzed tuct 
no army unit is stationed there. Other sources confined taat tne ruel 
containers were dug out. 
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
